REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant alleged that the cited reference Pu et al did not disclosed that the driver and hardware module are arranged to obtain a 
time zone within which the system is Icoated from a date and time property of an operating system (OS) of the system in 
response to a country update request from a user of the system- 
Examiner disagrees with the allegation. Although that within application's own specification, appearly the wireless driver that contains 

the OS is able to determine the user's current location, and user does not provide such an information (refer to 0028-0029). It is 
obvious or an inherent feature that the specification is providing that the system must detecting a present location of the device, 
such as utilizing a GPS position so the current position and current time information is provided to the device/wireless driver. The 
specification did not particular indicate "how" the device knew the current possition, and therefore, it must be an obvious feature 
that is well know to the ordinary skill in the art. However, if applicant disagree with such a conclusion, then examiner shall raise 
the enablement issue, because, again, such an enablement is not being teach in the specification. 
Applicant raised the issues of how the Pu et al did not demonstrate or have no basis for assuming that the time zone in Pu et al, is 

obtained from a date and time property of the operating system. It is understood if Pu et al can provides the time and the date 
functions to the user, the OS that Pu has in its system must provde such functionality, utilizing the GPS system is merely to 
update the OS the current time and date of the OS system (refer to Pu. abstract). Applicant must undertstood such inherancv 
since Applicant admitted such an technology in its own specification, 0006. In addition, Pu et al indicates that in order to contains 
the most accuracte current location, such as navigation data, such an order is obtained by the user, refer to 0054. Therefore, Pu 
et al provides all the alleged missing limitation. Further, Motomura does teach/suggest the alleged limitation, refer to 0038. .
